quick review of the history of any 
established independent school in 
Canada will reveal that their original aim 
was to educate the sons and/or daughters 
of the gentleman class. Sound minds and sound 





bodies in a Christian atmosphere represented an 
alternative to the perceived weaknesses of state 
education. In those heady days, schools were allowed 
to function as independent entities with little outside 
pressure and could determine their own curriculum 
and direction. The headmaster of the time was an 
absolute monarch, or at least a benevolent dictator. 
Life has certainly changed! To begin with, 


em )covernment direction has resulted in a marked loss of 


independence. Perhaps in the interests of “equality of 


opportunity”, curricular offerings from the Ministry of 


Education have been watered down, and academic 
rigor has been lost in the minds of many. You can’t 
pick up a newspaper today without finding articles 
pointing out that Canada’s competitive position in 
the world is in jeopardy because our educational 
institutions are not delivering the goods. There is a 
growing national consensus that accountability and 
standards must be applied to our nation’s schools. 

Even though we are an independent school, 
Ridley must also adhere to the government imposed 
curricula if we are to continue to operate, and we are 
inspected annually to see if we are conforming. While 
naturally we take every opportunity to broaden and 
enrich the curriculum, we are faced with the fact that 
our independence has been greatly curtailed. 
Compounding the problem is the fact that Ontario 
universities do not distinguish between schools and 
accept students purely on the basis of marks. The 
broad-based approach espoused by independent 
schools -- while sound and sensible -- is of little 
consequence to universities when their entrance 
requirements are based on the best six marks at the 
O.A.C. level and nothing else.

I sense the need for independent schools to 
take a stronger stance in the years ahead. The 
philosophy and experience of Ridley and others may 
well be a model. It would be difficult to deny that the 
growth in independent schools’ populations during 
the last ten years has been fueled by parents 
concerned with providing an education for their 
children which is characterized by accountability, 
breadth of opportunity, academic rigor and sound 
values. Quite rightly, parents are looking for an 
educational experience that will challenge the 
potential of their children. The world of the year 
2000 demands nothing less. All schools must aspire 
to something beyond the minimum if Canada is to 
keep pace. We must never apologize for our own 
quest for excellence. We deal with the most important 
and precious resource the world has -- our children.

he last decade has been one of the most 
historic ten years in the history of Ridley 
College. Ridley has been twice blessed 
during this exciting period to have had W. 
Darcy McKeough as the Chairman of the 2nd 
Century Campaign from 1983 until its successful 





conclusion in our centennial year, 1989, and, also to 
have had him as the Chairman of the Board of 
Governors from 1986 until his retirement in 
December of 1991. 

Mr. McKeough’s association with Ridley 
College started in September, 1945 when he entered 
the Lower School. He played an active part in many 
areas of school life during his Ridley jg 
career. Foreshadowing his public 
life, Darcy was the president of the 
Speakers’ Club for three years and 
the winner of the Dr. W.H. Merritt 
prize for public speaking at Ridley. 
He was the first student editor of 
Acta. When the changes the new 
editor introduced were not met 
with overwhelming approval from 
all segments of the Ridley family, he 
commented tartly, “Our opinion is 
that while at Ridley the boys are 
died-in-the-wool radicals, but when 
they leave Ridley, they promptly 
become sure-fire conservatives”. 

Darcy was a stalwart in the 
Dramatic Society playing a number 
of leading roles. One of his most memorable was that 
of Lady Bracknell in The Importance of Being Ernest. 
He revisited this role to the delight of all who 
attended the gala opening of the Mandeville Theatre 
in May, 1989. To cap his active Ridley career, Darcy 
was a school prefect and an officer in the cadet corps 
in his final year.

The Right Man 


One of Darcy’s contempories tells a story that 
speaks volumes about him and Ridley. This young 
man. was new at the school and he needed sports 
equipment and asked Darcy, who was a prefect, if he 
could open Mel Brock’s sport cupboard for him. 
Darcy gave the boy the key with instructions to get 
what he needed from the cupboard, sign the book 
and bring the key back to him. The boy came back 
with his equipment and remarked that he couldn’t 
believe that Darcy would let him go alone to the 
sports cupboard. Darcy replied, “that’s the way we do 
things at Ridley.” 

Upon graduation from Ridley, Darcy attended 
the University of Western Ontario 
and graduated with a BA in 1954. 
He soon entered the business world 
and the political arena. His business 
career is far too extensive to 
recount here, but suffice it is to say 
that he has served as Chief 
Executive Officer of Union Gas, 
Union Energy and Redpath 
Industries and presently holds 12 
Directorships in Canada and the 
United States. 

Darcy’s political career 
began with him being elected to the 
Chatham City Council where he 
served as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee. In 1963, he was elected 
to the Ontario Legislature, holding 
numerous portfolios in the governments of John 
Robarts and Bill Davis. His most senior posting was 
as Treasurer and Minister of Economics and 
Intergovernmental Affairs where he was arguably the 
best Treasurer that the Province of Ontario has ever 
had. In 1987 he was appointed Chairman of the 
Canada Development Investment Corp. (CDIC) and

During this active business and political 
career, Darcy married the former Joyce Walker of 
Toronto, daughter of David Walker, a cabinet 
minister in the Diefenbaker administration and today 
a retired senator after 25 years in the Upper House. 
The McKeoughs have two sons, James and Stewart, 
both graduates of Ridley College during the 1980's. 

In 1978 Darcy joined the Ridley College 
Board of Governors. Three years later he was made 
Vice President and on July 8, 1983, following Terry 
Cronyn’s memorial service at the Chapel, Mac Irwin 
asked him to accept the chairmanship of the 2nd 
Century Campaign. His vast network of friends in the 
upper echelons of the Canadian business world, 
coupled with his highly respected political reputation, 
made him an ideal campaign leader. 

The inaugural campaign meeting, chaired by 
Darcy, was held in the Union Gas board room on 
September 26, 1983. Henceforth for the next six 
years, monthly steering committee meetings were 
held, first in the Union Gas board room and latterly, 
breakfast meetings in the King Edward Hotel. In all 
that time, Darcy never missed a 2nd Century Steering 
Committee meeting. In addition, starting in 
September, 1986 in Hamilton, Ontario, he attended 
the first 2nd Century Kick-off reception followed by 
another 35 from Bermuda to Vancouver and from 
Florida to St. John’s, Newfoundland. 

Darcy literally made thousands of phone calls 
and wrote hundreds of letters during the campaign. 
He took donor prospects to breakfast, lunch and 
dinner. He solicited individuals, families, 
corporations and foundations. He attended cocktail 
parties, theatre nights, and he even performed on one 
occasion, as mentioned above. Darcy presided at 
special dinners, sod-turnings and the official opening 
of the new 2nd Century Building. It was the most 
ambitious and successful fund raising campaign ever 
undertaken by a Canadian independent school and 
raised $15,050,000, $ 8.5 million for the “state of the 
art” 2nd Century Building, $5.9 million for academic 
and bursary endowment, and $600,000 for expenses. 

During the campaign ‘What’s a Million

If we were at $7 million 
Darcy was saying “nearly $8 million” — no doubt an 
old political technique to keep the money rolling in

and it worked. The success of this campaign was due to 
the efforts of many dedicated members of the Ridley 
College Association but the campaign would not have 
been so successful if it were not for the leadership, fund 
raising abilities, and the tireless efforts of the Chairman 
of the 2nd Century Campaign. 

In November 1986, just as the 2nd Century 
Campaign was moving into high gear, Darcy was 
appointed Chairman of the Board of Governors of 
Ridley College. During his five year tenure, he gave 
direction and leadership to both the Board and the 
Administration of the School. Always accessible for 
advice, and in contact with the Headmaster and the 
administrators of the school on a near daily basis for 
the past five years, he provided focus, motivation and 
encouragement to us all. He introduced a number of 
procedural changes in the operation of the Board of 
Governors. All committee minutes were circulated to 
the members of the Board. Fewer executive 
committee meetings were held allowing more issues 
to go before the full Board. Committees started 
reporting to the Board at different times of the year 
on a rotating basis rather than all committees 
reporting at a marathon and exhausting annual fall 
meeting. The result of the above was arguably the 
best informed and most involved Board of Governors 
that Ridley has ever experienced. 

Continuing with Don McFarlane’s (his 
predecessor) initiative to develop a closer relationship 
between the staff and Board members, Darcy contin- 
ued to appoint faculty to all Board committees. On 
numerous occasions he entertained many faculty 
members for dinner when he and Joyce were in town. 
He initiated the Board, Faculty and Graduating Class 
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Darcy has always invited our senior Ridleians back to the school to 
take part in ceremonies or to remind us of our roots. Here with Kitty 
Miller '21 after she unveiled the Miller House plaque. 





Dinner now held annually every spring. All the 
above has helped to promote understanding and 
strengthen the bonds of friendship between members 
of the Ridley Family. 

In the post campaign period Mr. McKeough 
has not rested on his laurels but has presided over an 
extensive building and renovation program. Kenyon 
Lett House has been built and is now occupied by the 
Headmaster, Douglas Campbell, and his family. 
Renovations to the stem of the 'T' in Gooderham 
House have provided more girl boarding spaces. The 
old Headmasters’ residence now houses the House- 
master of Gooderham West. School House has ceased 
to exist as a residence and houses the Guidance, 
Academic, Development and Business offices. The 
old ‘Pest House’ has been converted into Ridley’s 
newest residence, Governors House, for Middle 
School boys. 

Darcy has been very aware of, and eager to 
preserve, the history of Ridley and to recognize the 
contributions made by individuals and families to the 
school in the past. He had the Great Hall portraits of 
Board Chairmen and Headmasters restored and 
re-hung in chronological order. The one missing link 
was Dr. N.W. Hoyles, Chairman of the Board for a few 
months in 1900. Darcy found a portrait of the missing 
Chairman at Osgoode Hall in Toronto, commissioned 
a copy to be made and hung it in the Great Hall, thus 
completing this valuable historical record. The newest 
residence in the Lower School Building was named 
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Burgoyne House recognizing a St. Catharines family 
who have been benefactors of Ridley for four 
generations. The swimming pool was officially named 
the Staples Pool in recognition of Al Staples’ 39 years 
as swimming coach. On Founders’ Day this year a 
plaque was unveiled naming the residence outside the 
Chapel entrance Miller House, in memory of Ridley’s 
first Headmaster John Ormsby Miller and his wife 
Katherine. Two other plaques that will be erected 
shortly are in recognition of Wilmot and Janet 
Matthews whose generosity made the Matthews 
Library possible; and a plaque to recognize Col. R. S. 
McLaughlin whose contribution to the Program for 
Excellence campaign built the classroom block above 
the Library. Three masters, Sid Bett, Gwyn Morris and 
Terry Cronyn, who all contributed much to Ridley’s 
musical and dramatic traditions, fittingly had their 
names and dates at Ridley carved on seats in the new 
Mandeville Theatre. 

Ridleians everywhere can take pride in what 
has been accomplished at Ridley during Darcy’s dual 
Chairmanship, not only in additions to the physical 
plant and in fund raising, but perhaps in the long run 
and more importantly, in friend raising. 

On behalf of all the members of the Ridley 
family — thank you Mr. McKeough.

ohn A. Robarts, an older cousin of the former 
Premier of Ontario, was a native of Waterloo, 
Ontario, where he was born in 1901, but his 
family was living in Port Arthur (now 





i : Thunder Bay) when he entered Ridley College in 


1916. His school years were unremarkable in that he 
was neither an outstanding scholar nor athlete, but 
he must have earned the respect and affection of his 
fellows, for he was elected first Vice President of the 
Ridley College Old Boys’ Association in 1939. By 
that time he had already founded his own company, 
The Overhead Door Company of Canada, and had 
moved on to the executive level of the life insurance 
business in Toronto. 

It was not, however, in the ranks of business 
that John was to make his primary mark on the 
world. In 1938 he became a member of the Baha'i 
faith. In 1948 he was elected to its national 
governing body and remained with that organization 
until 1953, when he and his family moved to South 
Africa. (His three sons had already attended Ridley: 
Aldham '45-'47, Gerald '46-'49 and Patrick '49-'50). 
In South Africa he continued in the insurance 
business, and became a promoter of racial equality 
and strove for closer relations between the black and 
white societies. He helped to establish a Baha'i 
community, and for opening Bechuanaland to his 
faith he was honoured with the prized title “Knight of 
Baha'u'lla”, and was appointed to the highest rank of 
the Baha'i faith, joining twenty-six others who had 








been named “Hand of the Cause of God”. It was the 
responsibility of these people to inspire and 
encourage Baha'i individuals and communities 
around the world, and he continued in this work on a 
world-wide basis. John and his wife, Audrey, returned 
to Canada in 1967, and became active with Canadian 
Native communities in the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories. He was known in some of these 
communities as “Wolfs Tooth”. 

It is perfectly obvious that John Robarts’ life 
was one of complete and unremitting devotion to his 
chosen faith, and one is struck by the energy and 
steadfast courage with which he faced the social 
opposition which he must have encountered. One of 
his Ridley friends commented, “I feel his existence 
contributed more to the World as a whole than many 
of our more prominent Old Boys”. Very few of our 
eraduates have attained the world-wide recognition of 
John Robarts, very few have worked as hard for the 
cause of world peace and understanding, and very few 
have been as actively devoted to their religion as he. 

John Aldham Robarts died in Rawden, 
Quebec, on 18 June 1991, in his ninetieth year. 
Memorial services were held in Baha'i communities 
across Canada and around the world. Ridley has cause 
to be proud. We honour his memory.

A Tribute To The Late Dr. Sidney G. Bett

To: Robert Stanley, Director of Development 


Today I write to you about a matter that brings back fond memories of my days at Ridley. As you know, I was in 
the choir for five of the six years | was there, first as a Treble, then as a Bass Chorister, but what really meant a lot to me 
was the encouragement | received from Dr. Bett to continue my studies as an organist; studies that were to give me much 
happiness and enjoyment as I got older, and eventually led to my being able to serve the Church as an organist and 
choirmaster. 

So when I happened to see Michael Tansley’s article in an issue of the Tiger earlier this year concerning the 
proposed rebuild of the Chapel organ, naturally I was very interested, for I had spent many hours at that console, and 
although | am unable, due to my present circumstances, to match the exceedingly generous financial donation that has 
already been made towards the rebuild, I would like to contribute just the same, and have enclosed a money order 
accordingly. I trust you will see that it is credited to the Organ Fund. 

[ think I would be remiss if I failed to mention that I learned more about music from Dr. Bett during those years 
at Ridley than in all the years before or since. He was a very remarkable person, there’s no doubt about that, but at the 
same time he was so modest and self-effacing that not too many people in those days gave him the recognition he 
deserved. Me included. He was kind of taken for granted. It was only years later, after I’d had a crack at being an organist 
and choirmaster myself, that I realized what a genius that man was. So far as | know, nobody since has come even close to 
him as a composer, arranger and musician. 

No doubt you too can recall during our years at Ridley how we often chafed at the routine of morning and 
evening Chapel Services, but | doubt whether Dr. Bett missed more than half a dozen of them in all the time I was there. 
He’d sit at the console and play a different piece at every Service, sometimes big pieces by Bach, Handel and 
Mendelssohn, as well as countless orchestral and operatic pieces which, it turned out, he had personally transcribed for 
organ himself. What’s more, he could play them all off by heart, all the while gazing around the Chapel, taking a mental 
Roll Call to make sure you were sitting in your customary place. And if you weren’t, you’d hear about it afterwards! 

As you well know, not just in the realm of organ and choral music did Dr. Bett excel, but also in Glee Club 
presentations where he adapted music from Gilbert & Sullivan as well as his own compositions. Would you happen to 
recall, for instance, the song about The Green Plush Coach that figured so prominently on trains in those days, and were 
usually what Ridleians had to ride on whenever they went home for the holidays? The words went something like this: 


‘Way back in those dear old queer old days The seats were done in bright green plush 

In Queen Victoria’s reign-o, To give an itchy feeling, 

The Grand Trunk built a brand new coach And is this coach in a National Shrine 

And hitched it to a train-o, Where all can do it honour? 

The latest thing in gas lamps hung No, sir, it’s on that important run,

All this, of course, was Dr. Bett’s doing. Then there were the football songs, and the hymn-sings in the Old 
Chapel on Sunday mornings, with Dr. Griffith beating time with his Eversharp pencil. No doubt you can remember these 
things as well as I can. 

Years later, long after I had left Ridley, | decided to try and gather together as much as I could of the music that 
Dr. Bett had taught us. There were a number of organ voluntaries that I particularly liked because they were light-hearted 
and melodious, pieces such as Karg-Elert’s ‘Freu dich sehr, O meine Seele, and Mendelssohn’s Prelude in G Major. (My 
kids were later to refer to them as ‘happy music’). I figured they’d be easy to play because Dr. Bett had made them look 
easy, sitting there as he did, nonchalantly watching the world go by, but when | had a go at them myself, I found they 
were anything but. Mendelssohn’s works, for instance, may sound flowing and melodious — you could almost put words 
to anything he wrote — but they are actually very difficult to play, often requiring crossed hands, or changing hands in 
the middle of a chord. It took months of practice for me to work them up to presentable form, and even then I was 
nowhere near Dr. Bett by comparison. He was truly an amazing person. 

Well, Bob, I hadn’t figured this letter would turn out to be a personal tribute to Dr. Sidney G. Bett, but I seem to 
recall you were also a member of the choir for a time, so I guess you'll know what I mean. Anyhow, in making this 
contribution to the Organ Fund today, I do so in honour of a very fine man, one who | don’t think will ever be fully 
replaced.

A. Jon D.B. Silver 
Ridley Master 1966 - 1991

on Silver has served the students and faculty 
of Ridley College with honour, compassion 
and distinction for twenty-five years. Jon is 
leaving now to begin a youthful retirement 
which I suspect will be brief since he has 
already other ideas and plans in hand. At the tender 
age of fifty-two Jon has closed one door (if only 
partially) and is ready to open many others. 

Jon Silver came to Ridley in 1966 after 
having taught for three years at Bishops College 
School. He brought with him a B.Sc. in Biology from 
Bishops and an M.Sc. from the University of South 
Dakota, which he had earned as a National Science 
Fellow. With these credentials Jon began his long 
teaching career in the Science department. 

Jon was assigned to Arthur Bishop House and 
did duty there as a master in residence until 1968 
when he was appointed Housemaster of Gooderham 
House. This was an appointment of some controversy 
since Jon was the youngest master ever so honoured, 
and this in a time when appointments were based 
strictly upon seniority. He served in Gooderham 
House until 1974 when he was made Housemaster of 
Merritt House. At that time the House was home to 
about one hundred boys and became affectionately 
known to them as Skiddy’s Castle, a title inspired by 
perhaps the darker side of Jon’s driving adventures. In 
1981 Merritt House was split into two Houses with 
Jon taking charge as Housemaster of Merritt-Silver. 
He remained Housemaster of Merritt Silver, still 
Skiddy’s Castle, until 1989. Jon retired from 
Housemastering in that year after 21 years and was ° 
sorely missed by the boys and by the masters who did 
duty in the House. 

For eighteen years, Jon played an active role 
in the sports program coaching three terms of sports; 
Ist Harriers in the fall, 1st Basketball in winter term 
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and in the spring served as Head Track Coach. He 
regularly ran the cross-country with the students and 
while never trying to beat them, scored impressive 
times in that gruelling experience. Jon also took away 
numerous ski-trips, and perhaps most gruelling of all, 
regularly volunteered to supervise dances. 

Besides his duties as Housemaster, teacher and 
coach, Jon also assumed important administrative 
duties. He became Dean of Students in 1980 and in 
1988 became Dean of Faculty. Low-keyed, friendly 
and infinitely patient, Jon helped innumerable 
students and faculty cope with the pressures of life 
that build up in a community such as ours. And often 
his helping hand was never known or suspected by 
those he served. 

I have known Jon Silver as a fine 
Housemaster, as Dean of Students and Dean of 
Faculty and as a friend. I will miss Jon’s quiet good 
humour, his compassion, his dedication to Ridley 
College and most of all, those still, distant afternoons 
drifting after salmon far out on Lake Ontario with 
never a word needlessly spoken. A. Jon Silver has 
fully lived up to the School’s motto, Terar Dum 
Prosim, for the last twenty-five years and I hope will 


be a model to us all.@D
